Free Polio 
Shots Set 
By County

Free polio shots will be given 
at the St. Joseph's Catholic 
Church, 2314 W. Del Amo 
Blvd., on Wednesday, Sept. 28, 
and Oct. 26 from 7 to 9 p.m. 
according to Dr. B. A. Kogan, 
district health officer for the 
Los Angeles County Health De­ 
partment. No appointments are 
necessary.

An increased number of 
paralytic-polio cases in neigh­ 
boring communities has been 
reported. Nearly all those 
stricken did not complete the 
series of shots or did not have 
the proper time interval be­ 
tween each shot. To stop the 
spread of polio in Torrance, 
immunization is advised.

Polio strikes the unvacci- 
nated regardless of age. Over 
one-half of last year's cases of 
paralytic polio were among 
children under five years of 
age. Paralytic polio can strike 
older people too, and usually 
is severe when it does.

One method of financing 
such reservoir expansion sug­ 
gested by the water commis­ 
sion was withholding the fran­ 
chise now paid to the city's 
general fund by the water de­ 
partment.
